Re: New Ventures Associates, LLC; Force Majeure re: Tarps 

 

Dear Mr. Carrigan and Attorney Ireland: 

 

 This office represents New Ventures Associates, LLC (“New Ventures”).  This letter is 

written in compliance with the Force Majeure provisions of Paragraph 16 of the Preliminary 

Injunction (the “Order”).  Paragraph 1(j) of the Order requires New Ventures to keep inactive 

areas of the Landfill covered with impervious tarps at lest 11mm thick in accordance with the 

Appendix B protocol.  The tarps are secured with sandbags.  As the Department is well aware, 

the constant wind and inclement weather, coupled with the sloping of the Landfill have made it 

almost impossible to maintain the tarps in accordance with the Order.  The gale force winds that 

have hit the area on at least four (4) occasions have resulted in tarps ripping and often being 

blown away.  The Department has also cited litter concerns. 

 

 This letter is also a follow up to discussions this month providing notice that we seek to 

substitute the use of tarps with soils.  With respect to maintenance of the tarps, pursuant to 

Paragraph 1(j) of the Order, New Ventures states: 

 

 1. The work requires New Ventures to maintain the tarps for all inactive areas. 

 

 2. New Ventures is unable to maintain the tarps due to constant heavy winds and 

weather. 
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 As a result of these conditions, New Ventures seeks to substitute six (6) inches of soil on 

all inactive areas.  New Ventures will complete this work within several days of Department 

approval, weather permitting. 

 

 New Ventures remains available to answer any questions.
